graceful to humanity, and fo repugnant to the 
precepts of the gofpel, 
I ’he report of 
the 
meafuret adopted 
in execution thereof, 
has 
afforded comfort and fatiifadtion to this meeting; 
and it hath been our coneern to recomfnend to 
our friendi, to whofe c^re this tufinef* is com­ 
mitted, to perfevere in alt prudent exertions for 
attaining the defirable end» 
And it it our earncft 
deiire, tfvat none under our 
a me may wcikcn 
or counteract our endeavours by contributing, 
in any way, to the fupporl ot this iniq^jitous 
commerce. 


Although the advices froiti this meeting upon 
the weighty ;ubjeCt of education, and the religi- 
gious care which ought to rett on the minds of 
iriendf for the training up of their children and 
familiet in the way of truth, have been manifold 
and important (which 
Wi^ wiih m iy be clofely 
attended to in proportioivtn the interefting na­ 
ture of the fubjcct) yei 
U ou» prcfcni con­ 
cern to caution friendc, to be very circumfpe^l 
how they remove themfc|ves and families irom 
the placet of their rcfidcncl; it having been ob- 
ierved thst the diflblving of old and the forming 
ol new connexions, have in many inftance* been 
attended wiih eife6ts prejudicial 10 a growth in 
the truth, and the fervice thereof« b >th in the 
heads and younger branches ol lamiliei, eipecially 
where the inclinationi to fuch removali hath 
onginatcd in worldly 
motives. 
And at ihe 
growth and ell^bliihment of children in a religi­ 
ous converfation, being the moft 
interefting, 
ought to bft the principal engagement of the 
minds of parents» we defire that irf putting them 
forward in a way of life, the probable effedt it 
may have on their minds be the chief object in 
view.— For where parents, frotn the defire of id- 
yancing their children in the world, have encou­ 
raged them» or the youth, from the flattering 
profpe(5t of greater opportunities of accumulating 
wealth, have incauaoufiy been induced, to quit 
thtir ^uiet habiiutioos in country placet, 10 croud 
to cine* and great towns, it hath been frequently 
of pernicious coni'equcnce } for although noTuu* 
atton in life be exempt ftoai temptations,yet ex­ 
amples of folly, diflipation, and libertiniUn, 
fo genetaiiy prevalent in places of opu'ence &nd 
luxury, that it hath caufed deep ar^xiety toj idi- 
cious obiervcri, to remark the nuineroui inftances 
of youth fobeily educated and of prominng difpc- 
fiiion, who, iofing the traces of their iober edu­ 
cation, have been hurried into the paths of vanity 
and licentiouineit, and have thereby loft that ca­ 
pacity for uieiulncfs in civil and religirus fogieiy, 
of which their earltef condud has furniOied with 
promiiing hopes* 
W e thtfcfore 
recommend 
friends, both young and old (in thefe cafcs) to 
give clofe attention to the pointings of divine 
wifdoni, according to foimtr advice, and a’fo 
timely to confuU experienced friends 
of the 
monthly meeting to which they belong, prcvi- 
oufly to their fixing a reioluiion of changing their 
iituaiion*
